London, June 9.— The Imperial Press 
conference resumed discussion on 
Imperial defence this morning, A. J. 
Balfour presiding. Lord Roberts and 
Mr. Haldano, secretary for war were 
present. The grave note was again 
emphasized in the speeches of the 
homo statesmen. Mr. Balfour in 
opening, deelaretK that all local de- 
fence though it was necessary, was sub- 
ordinate to imperial defence, and sub- 
ordinate from the view point of tho 
particular localities themselves, not 
only from the view point of empire. 
(Applause.) 

In dealing first with the military as- 
pect of tlio tiuestlon Mr. Balfour laid 
down two propositions, first that all 
forces of oversea states should be un- 
der control of those states, and second 
that they should be organized on a 
common basis. 

Respecting the navy, ho did not re- 
gard as useless any local attempt at 
naval defence, but anything In the 
nature of coastal protection should be 
rigidly subordinate to the fleet in ac- 
tion (hear, hear.) The fate of the 
empire would he dependent upon fleet 
superiority, and that superiority must 
be shown In home waters. If there 
was to be an Armageddon it would 
take place in the German ocean, the 
English channel or perhaps the Medit- 
erranean. 

Mr. Balfour, continuing, said: "Any- 
body who reads the signs of the times 
will, I think, agree with the weighty 
words of Lord Rosebery and Sir Ed- 
ward Gre;c, and will recognize that 
no man can now speak of Imperial 
defence without some note of anxiety, 
not panic. There was no tiuestlon of 
panic, but we have to look around at 
the gathering of forces and armam- 
ents of possible foes, strategic import 
and possible combinations, and every 
one will recognize that in the lan- 
guage of the secretary for foreign af- 
fairs. That language is unusual In 
the mouths of foreign secretaries, but 
does not go beyond the necessities of 
tin; situation." 

Mr. Balfour next humorously re- 
marked that the British nation was 
fond of saying about itself that it is 
not the nation it is said to be. In 
this regard, however, he looked for- 
ward, not perhaps without anxiety, 
but with high and cheerful courage to- 
wards dangers which might menace 
the empire, but he urged that respon- 
sibility lay upon all. (Applause.) 
A Canadian View. 

.1. S. Brierly, of Montreal, followed. 
He assured the conference that Can- 
ada was willing to take her share of 
imperial defence consistent with the 
maintenance of her autonomy. These 
two elements were not inconsistent, 
lii- expressed pleasure at the full re- 
cognition by home statesmen that the 
overseas states must be allowed full 
control of their own affairs, it was 
asked yesterday if the admiralty or- 
dered Canadian warships to South 
America and tho Canadian government 
refused to send them, what would 
happen. Well, they would not go, but 
it was a suppositious tiuestlon. He 
could not imagine that if the needs 
of tlio empire demanded it tho ships 
would not lie sent. (Applause.) Mr. 
Brierly then combatted the Idea that 
Canada had been lacking in imperial 
defence. 

Secretary Haldane addressed him- 
self particularly to the necessity of 
homogeneity of the military forces of 
the empire, with due regard to local 
need and local control. lie said that 
the next 20 years would lie critical 
years in the history of the empire. 
Lord Roberts Uneasy. 

Lord Roberts thought that the next 
20 months, not years, would In' an 
important time for the empire, and tlio 
situation demanded the closest at- 
tention tit' all patriotic men. Tin; ques- 
tion is. lie said, whether wo had the 
spirit and foresight to maintain the 
empire. The growth of the oversea 
suites In wealth made them objects of 
envy to other nations, and we must 
be prepared lor common comfort and 
common sacrifice, lie desired to cor- 
rect one idea which prevailed in the 
overseas dominions, namely, that prep- 
aration for defence meant the incul- 
cation of a spirit of militarism. His 
long soldier's life had made him a 
man of peace, but the discipline which 
made a man a competent defender of 
ids country, equipped him the best for 
all duties. 

Protest Evoked. 

Mr. Fluk moved, and Mr. Cohen se-c 
onded a resolution that it is essential 
that in each of the self-governing do- 
minions systematic and universal 
training of the male population should 
be strenuously advocated. 

John St. Stracney, of the London 
Spectator and L. (.'. M. Amey, of tho 
London Times, proposed an amend- 
ment to include Groat Britain. 

The scope of the resolution pro- 
duced a warm protest from Mr. Mac- 
donald, editor of the Toronto Globe, 
who said it was a subject with which 
the conference had nothing to do. Let 
each dominion decide which was 
best for It. For Canadians to advocate 
what was urged upon them would hurt 
imperial interests in Canada (hear, 
hear.) Canada need not say It was 
loyal. It offended him to hear men 
ask that. There was enough loyalty 
In Toronto alone to stock the whole 
Dominion (hear, hear.) Let them urge 
upon their people the Importance of 
the militia and the Importance of the 
fleet, navy to bo one, fleets to be ua 



many as empire would provide. There 
need bo no doubt once it made plain 
that a crisis had arrived. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, a French Canadian and 
Roman Catholic, had declared he 
would stump the province of Quebec 
In defence of the empire If necessary. 
In saying that ho voiced the sentiment 
of the Dominion.- (Applause.) 

Mr. Macdonald also ranted that some 
British journalists mijfj'it refrain from 
scares. In concluding, and speaking 
for himself and othefe Canadians, he 
begged that they wouM not bo asked 
to vote for the resolution. 

Mr. Balfour asked filat the resolu- 
tion he withdrawn, which was done 
with the unanimous assent of tho con- 
ference. After further discussion ad- 
journment was taken. 

Lord Charles Coming. 

Lord Charles Beresford informed 
some of the Canadian delegates to tho 
Imperial press conference today that 
he Intended to visit Canada this aut- 
umn. He hopes for an opportunity 
to discuss defence questions with lead- 
ing men. 

BRIT AIN INV ITED 

Participation in Naval Review at San 
Francisco Nc<t October Is 
Probable 



London, Juno 9. — A formal invita- 
tion from America to Great Britain 
to participate In tho navul review to 
lie held in San Francisco next Oc- 
tober to celebrate the re-building of 
tlie city after the earthquake of April 
1 'JOG, has been presented by Ambassa- 
dor Reid. The question is one for 
consideration by tho cabinet, and it 
will probably be several days before 
an answer Is rocoived. 

There is, however, much likelihood 
of acceptance, as there Is a. movement 
in England at tho present time in 
favor of showing the flag, particularly 
in tho Pacific. 

C. C. Moore of San Francisco, who 
is at present in London to arrange 
these matters, lias formed a small 
committee of Callfoj-nians to nslst 
him. This commute will go to all the 
capitals of Europe and present similar 
invitations. 




ARE RESTORED 



Senate Majority Sticks to Its 
Idea of Proper Tariff 
Revi^on 

Washington, June n. — The woolen 
schedule was still tinder consideration 

| in the senate when at 5:30 o'clock the 
usual recess for dinner was taken. 
Several votes were obtained during 
tho day, and tin: usual number of 
paragraphs were passed upon. Among 
these was the paragraph on top waste, 
on which the committee amendment 
increased the house r^ite'on wool top 
waste and other wastes from 20 
cents per pound to 30 cents per pound, 
which on a division of the senate was 
adopted by a vote of 40 to 30. This was 
the finance committee change, and 
the committee scored its usual ma- 
jority on this as on all other votes of 

i the day. A vote was also obtained 
upon tiie committee amendment in- 
creasing tlie duty on shoddy from 20 
to 25 cents a pound and that on top 
waste from IS to 20 cents per pound, 
tlie committee prevailing in both 
cases. 

.Speeches were made during the day 
by Senators Warren and La Follette, 
tho former arguing against any in- 
crease, while the latter contended, as 
on previous occasions, for a general 
reduction. Tho two senators engaged 
in a sharp controversy, during which 
Mr. La Follette said that those in the 
senate who believed with him had in- 
creased from nothing to a dozen. 

Probably the most Interesting de- 
velopment of the day was a declara- 
tion by Senator Dolllver that a "rag 
trust" exists. The Iowa senator de- 
clared such to bo the case, but he was 
contradicted by Mr. Warren, who de- 
clared that if such a trust should ex- 
ist, he would know abrlit It, and he 
added that lie had no knowledge of it. 

At the beginning of tlie day's ses- 
sion a letter was read from Governor 
Durbln, of Indiana, advising prompt 
action on the tariff iblll, 



BAD WRECK AT SAULT 

Gate of Canadian Lock Giver. Way 
and Damage Is Done Among 
Steamboats 



Bault Ste. Marie, Out.. Juno 9. — The 
Canadian locks were wrecked this after- 
noon. The steamer Assinibolo of the 
C. P. It. Hue, and a frelghtar of the 
Gilchrist Hue were locking up when 
suddenly and without warning one of 
the leaves of the upper gales gave way 
ttnd the water from the higher level 
rushed in. sweeping both boats and the 
lower gates before it. 

The flood from the upper level Is 
pouring through the canal at a terrific 
pace, Efforts to lower the moveable 
dam from a'jove the upper gates ore 
being made. 

The steamer Empire City was hit by 
the Asslnibola as she was swept out 
of tho lock and has a big hole in her 
bow. Fhe reached tlie American side 
and Is tied up at the government pier, 
where she is slowly sinking. 

Later tlie steamer Walker was sunk 
nt the lower entrance to the canal. The 
\ssinibola Is now tied up to the gov- 
ernment pier on the American side. 

The accident was due to the Walker 
hitting the lower gate as she entered 
tho lock from above. The gate wan 
carried away and the water poured 
through at a terrific rate, sweeping all 
before it. The Gilchrist liner Percy G. 
Walker was then tied up above. She 
later broke her line and was swept 
through the canal. It Is the worst 
wreck In the history of the canal.

SYSTEMATIC PLANS 

OF EXTORTING MONEY 



Authorities Think They Have 
Captured Murderer of 
Pet ro si no 



Cincinnati, O., June 9.— Operations 
In nearly every large city In the Unit- 
ed States and the ramifications of the 
secret societies In Italy will be laid 
bare, it Is expected, when the Black 
Hand gang which was rounded up on 
Tuesday In Columbus and Marlon, 
Ohio, by postoflice Inspectors of Cin- 
cinnati, are brought to trial, In- 
spactor-in-Chlef Holmes said today 
that the evidence gathered by his in- 
spectors and by detectives and the 
police of several cities working in con- 
junction with the postoflice authori- 
ties was voluminous, and that there 
could bo no doubt that the crimes of 
blackmail, extortion and threatened 
and consummated murder would bu 
fastened upon tho guilty men. 

In addition to the arrest of four 
Sicilians in Marion, Columbus and 
Dennison on Tuesday, Joe Botella and 
Sam Rizzo were taken into custody in 
Marion last night. Those arrested 
earlier in the day were Sam Lima, 
said to be the ringleader of the gang 
in the United States, and Joe Rizzo, 
in Marion, Antonio Marslsl in Denni- 
spn, and Tony Blcherio in Columbus. 

Tho inspectors state they have evi- 
dence showing that a room in the 
rear of a little fruit store in Marion 
conducted by the Rizzos was tlie 
headquarters of the society In this 
country, and they found in a safe there 
letters' which throw light on many 
successful attempts to extort money 
from wealthy Italians in Ohio, New 
York, Pennsylvania and other, states. 

They show', the ofllcers assert, .that 
hundreds of Italian business men have 
been paying tribute to tho Black 
Hand to secure immunity from death 
or torture at the hands of members 
of the society. The names of many 
active members of the Black Hand, 
together with the names of hundreds 
of their victims, are in the possession 
of the oflicers. The New York police 
Officials, who arc carrying on the de- 
tective work started by Joseph Pet- 
roalno, who was killed in Sicily, have 
been working on the theory that there 
Is no extensive Black Hand organiza- 
tion, but that the operations have 
been conducted by Individuals In dif- 
ferent cities, who have no connection 
with each other. The work of the 
Cincinnati ofllcers tends to sho\v the 
contrary, and not only has the Black 
Hand a national organization in tho 
United States, but it is directly all led 
with a similar organization In Sicily, 
and Is working In connection with the 
Mafia. 

Important Arrest 

Columbus, O, June 0.— Collogero 
Vlecarrlo, of Bellefontaine, an Italian, 
was arrested in that place today by 
Postoflice Inspector Hosford, and will 
be taken to Toledo by U. S. Marshal 
Chandler of Cleveland. He Is charged 
with being the go-between in securing 
money for the alleged Black Hand 
gang that has been run down in Mar- 
ion and Columbus. 

Postoflice Inspector Oldfleld says he 
is positive that Vicarrio was connect- 
ed with the murder of the New York 
detective, Petrosino, in Italy some 
months ago. 

"I base my belief," he said, "on the 
fact that this man Vicarrio Is known 
to have left Italy about the time Pet- 
rosino was assassinated. Vicarrio 
spent some time In Italy and returned 
here -I believe him to bo one of the 
ringleaders of the Mafia organization 
of the United States, and consider 
his capture of first importance." 




Gold Rush at Prince Albert. 

Winnipeg, June 0. — Rich gold strikes 
are reported from the country north 
of Prince Albert, Sask., and there Is 
a stampede In that direction.

London, Juno 9. — The British bank- 
ing houses, which are participating in 
the tripartite loan for the llnancingof 
the Hankow-Szhenchuon railway in 
China, in connection with which the 
contract for a loan of $27,500,000 was 
signed on June 6th by tho represen- 
tatives of tlie British, French and 
German groups, are greatly interested 
in tho intelligence which reached 
thorn today that a powerful American 
syndicate, with the strongest possible 
support from the government, pro- 
poses to participate in this enterprise. 
The American firms composing the 
syndicate are Kuhn, Leeb & Co., J P. 
Morgan & Co., tlie National City bank 
of New York and tho First National 
bank. They baso their claim for a 
share in this enterprise on assurances 
which the Chinese government gave 
the United States minister in Pekin 
in 1904 in wrltng. 

It was understood that Amercan and 
British capital would be invited to 
finance this railway If the Chineso 
were unable to raise the money them- 
selves, and that British and American 
capitalists would have preference over 
all the other nationalities, the Ameri- 
can claim to participate in the busi- 
ness was conveyed to the British, 
French and German governments by 
U. S. Ambassadors Reid, White and 
Hill respectively, also to China by 
United States Minister W. W. Rock- 
hill. 

The American government believes 
that American interests in Chinese 
railway development will add impetus 
to the powerful internal campaign on 
ItHe part of the Chinese for the ex- 
panding of their domestic and foreign 
commerce, and for the placing of 
China In the position her wealth and 
resources entitle her to among civil- 
ized nations. 

The government's step in giving its 
support to American financiers is re- 
tarded as a significant development in 
President Tuft's policy to make the 
United States an Influential factor in 
Oriental affairs. London bankers be- 
lieve that it is ono of the fruits of 
Tang Sliao Yl's special mission to the 
United States. Heretofore, It is 
pointed out by English capitalists, at- 
tempts of the Americans to obtain a 
foothold In the promising Held of 
Chinese finances have been handicap- 
ped by the government's hesitancy to 
j lend Its support, whereas the Belgian, 
French, German and British, and par- 
ticularly the Russian and Japanese 
governments, have given every assis- 
tance to enterprises undertaken by 
their people. The American syndicate 
Is sending agents to Pokin, London 
and Berlin and Paris to make ar- 
rangements to carry out its plans.

Construction of 3,300. Houses With 
• Material Sent From America 
Is Completed 

Buffalo, June 0.— America's main 
relief work for the earthquake suf- 
ferers at Messina, Italy, has been com- 
pleted. Ernest P. Blcknell, of Wash- 
ington, the director of the American 
National Red Cross society, has just 
received word that the work of con- 
structing 3,300 new houses has been 
finished. Mr. Blcknell Is president of 
the national conference of charities, 
and came to Buffalo to preside over 
tho conference. 

"Capt. It. R. Belknap, of the United 
States navy, has just sent mo word of 
the completion of the work," said Mr. 
Blcknell today. "Material for 1,100 of 
these houses was sent to Messina, ma- 
terial for 1,000 to Reggie, material for 
200 on tho outskirts of Reggie and 
imaterial for 900 was turned over to

President Taft Makes Proposal 
to Tax Corporation 
Earnings

Factions of Republicans 
in Senate Opposed 
to Idea 



Washington, June 9. — Tho scnato 
was canvassed today to determine 
what would be the fate of a proposi- 
tion to place a tax upon net earnings 
of corporations as a substitute for an 
income tax, and It was developed that 
there is an overwhelming sentiment in 
opposition to such plan. Practically 
all of thoso who opposed tho incomo 
tax idea are against the corporation 
tax, and the supporters of tho incomo 
tax refuse absolutely to be sidetracked 
from the principle for which they aro 
contending. 

After 8. conference at the White 
House yostorday betwoon President 
Taft and Senator Aldrlch, It was stated 
that the finance committee would con- 
sent to placing a two per cent tax 
upon the net earnings of corporations 
If the supporters of tho incomo tax 
amendment would accept it and with- 
draw their proposition. This sugges- 
tion, It is declared, came from Presi- 
dent Taft, and was designed to pre- 
vent a split in tho Republic party over 
tho income tax feature. 

Mr. Aldrlch communicated tho plan 
to Senators Cummins and Borah, who 
are tho leaders of the Progressive Re- 
publicans, who have favored the Cum- 
mins income tax amendment. Thesa 
senators consulted with their col- 
leagues, and as a result tho plan was 
repudiated by them. Mr. Aldrlch con- 
sulted with Republican leaders who 
are opposed to the Income tax idea, 
and hn had no better success with 
that faction than with the progres- 
sives. * • ", 

By an order of the senato the In- 
come tax proposition Will como up to- 
morrow for a vote, but in view of tho 
unsettled condition a motion will bo 
made to postpone action, and tho in- 
dications aro that practically all of 
the Republicans will support the post- 
ponement. 

It is expected that Senator Bailey 
will protest vigorously against this 
delay, and that some general debate 
on the income tax amendment will re- 
sult. It is not expected that Senator 
Aldrlch wilj move to refer the incomo 
tax amendment to tho judiciary com- 
mittee, but that he will leave It bo- 
fore tho senate, so that further con- 
ference may be had between tho two 
factions of the Republican members 
of the senate. 

Tho canvass of the senato In rela- 
tion to the corporation tax plan de- 
veloped also that there Is decided op- 
position to tho inheritance tax feature, 
which was adopted by tho house at 
the request of President Taft, but was 
stricken out of tho bill by the senato 
committee on finance. The incomo tax 
advocates are encouraged by this 
showing, and it was today stated that 
If President Taft desires to gain their 
support he must lend his influence to 
aid them in obtaining some agreement 
by which the Income tax feature shall 
be brought to a vote. 

In view of the short time that re- 
mains before the date popularly fixed 
In the public mind for adjournment of 
tho present session, some of the in- 
como tax advocates are not inclined 
to insist upon a vote at tho present 
session if there can bo coupled with 
tlio motion to refer tho proposition to 
the judiciary committee Instructions 
that the committee shall report to the 
senate early in the next regular ses- 
sion. They will make an erfort to in- 
corporate instructions of that char- 
acter in any motion that Is made to 
refer the amendments to committee. 
In the next few days a number of con- 
ferences will bo held between tho two 
Republican factions In the senate, be- 
tween senate and house leaders and 
between supporters and opponents of 
the Income tax amendments and Presi- 
dent Taft. _ 

The position taken by the Demo- 
crats in the senate on the subject of 
the income tax has convinced tho Re- 
publican leaders that some party pol- 
icy must be worked out of tho •con- 
glomeration of Ideas on this question. 
So far as the pending tariff hill is con- 
cerned, Republican leaders fear that 
any plan to tax the net earnings of 
corporations might be hailed as a 
Democratic idea, for tho reason that 
Senator Daniel has pending an 
amendment looking to that, very thing. 
His amendment was' introduced soon 
after the bill was reported from tho 
committee. 

During the afternoon some doubt 
was expressed In the Informal discus- 
sion of the corporation tax proposition 
as to whether President Taft favored 
a tax on dividends or a tax on tlio net 
earnings of corporations over $100,000. 
Both plans were discussed. 

Whichever Idea is favored at thn 
White House it is said no support 
could be found among the senators 
who advocate the adoption of the . 
amendment providing for a tax on in- 
comes.

WAY TO TRIAL 



Halfbreed Desperado Wanted 
Across Border Brought by 
Captor From the North 




On his way to stand his trial for tho 
murder, on July 25th lam year at Re- 
I public, Wash., of Rawl Siebert, whom 
he shot down in cold blood because lie 
I believed that Siebert was responsible 
for his arrest on a minor charge 
Charles Phillips, alias Benton 
breed desperado and a man with a 
black record, arrived in tho, city yes- 
terday from Quesnel. In charge of 
Provincial Constable Anderson, who 
captured the criminal at the point of 
the gun, Phillips, heavily manacled, 
arrived on the Princess Charlotte. As 
he decided to waive extradition pro- 
ceedings and consented to return to 
the other side of the boundary with 
Sheriff J. W. McCool and Deputy 
Sheriff W. J. Hull, of Ferry county, 
Wash., within the limits of which the 
murder of Siebert was committed, 
Phillips was not taken off the boat. 
He remulned under the charge of Con- 
stable Anderson until the boat left 
the wharf, when the officers of the 
law from the other side assumed con- 
trol 

Superintendent of Provincial Police 
Hussey visited Phillips on board the 
Princess Charlotte. The prisoner ap- 
parently had not made up his mind 
whether he would fight extradition 
proceedings or not, but as he realized 
that even if the officers from Republic 
did not possess the authority to force 
him to return the immigration authori- 
ties could order his deportation to the 
other side he readily consented to re- 
turn of liis own accord. 

The prisoner, one of the most des- 
perate characters with whom the pro- 
vincial authorities have had to deal 
in many years, gave Constable Ander- 
son no trouble on the four days' trip 
from Quesnel. Captor and prisoner 
left Quesnel last Saturday. The. tirst 
portion of tho trip was made by stage 
the train being taken at Ashcroft. 
Constable Anderson knowing tho 
treacherous nature of the man under 
liis charge took no chance, but kept 
Phillips heavily chained with hand- 
cuffs and leg irons, and during the 
trip the constable had little or no 
sleep. Sheriff McColl and Deputy 
Sheriff Hall have been in the city for 
the past three days awaiting the ar- 
rival of Anderson with his prisoner.

Since the Tidal and Current Survej 
has taken the matter In hand, an Im- 
portant improvement has resulted. 
This survey Is under the direction of 
Dr. \V. Bell Dawson, the superinten- 
dent of Tidal Surveys, who is at 
present In the city. He first visited 
this coast in 1905; and this season 
the Investigations of the tides will be 
further extended, both on Vancouver 
Island and northward on the main- 
land. 

The tides neoessarlly present great 
complexity, as in the Strait of Georgia 
the water enters at both ends, both by 
Fuea Strait and Seymour Narrows, 
where a large volume rushes through 
In a short time. It has thus required 
much careful study of the conditions 
to obtain satisfactory results. The 
general plan that the superintendent 
has adopted is to subdivide the coast 
waters Into several regions, in cor- 
respondence with the various types of 
tide met with, arid to establish a 
principal station in each region to 
which the tides can be referred with, 
accuracy. These' regions are; 1. — The 
open Pacific tide.. on the west of Van- 
couver island. 2. — The Strait of 
Georgia. 8. — The Strait of Fuca in-' 
termediate between these, which is re- 
presented by Victoria harbor, i. — The 
northern coast from tile north end of 
Vancouver island lo Port Simpson. 
All th.' dotail required at different 
local ports, and in the various passes 
and narrows, can evidently be brought 
into relation with Mils general sys- 
tem, and much more practicable and 
reliable results can be obtained than 
by the former method of referring 
British Columbia tides to tho distant 
ports in tin- Sound or in Alaska.

Brigadier General W. D. Otter, C. V. 
O., C. V., chief of the General Staff, 
and. first military oflicer of the militia 
staff in Canada, accompanied by his 
aide de camp, Captain Bruce Hay, 
arrived In the city last night for the 
purpose of inspecting the local forces. 
General Otter is sharing this duty 
throughout Canada witli Inspector 
General Lake this year and will in- 
spect tile west from Port Arthur to 
the coast. 

General Otter in conversation with 
the Colonist stated that one of the 
objects of the militia authorities was 
to increase the Canadian forces year 
by year. Nothing could bo done in 
this respect this year as the money 
appropriated was not sufficient, but 
next year he hoped that two or three 
new corps would bo added, and that 
the militia strength would gradually 
keep on Increasing. He saw evidences 
In the western provinces, and in this 
respect he drew especial attention to 
Manitoba, that the public were anx- 
ious for this increase to take place. 

Asked what he thought of the sug- 
gestion that the Fifth Regiment 
should be disbanded, with the ex- 
ception of one artillery company, and 
that an infantry regiment should be 
raised in Its stead, be stated that he. 
had heard no talk about the matter 
in Ottawa. He did not think it would 
he feasible, as he pointed out that 
one company of artillery would be in- 
sufficient to handle the nuns in an 
efficient manner. There were three 
companies of arftillery engaged on 
this work in Halifax. 

General Otter stated that this pres- 
ent trip was one of an ordinary 
inspection character. He lias already 
Inspected the troops at Port Arthur 
and on his return journey will visit 
Kam loops, Vernon, Revelstoke, Ed- 
monton, Calgary and other points in 
the west. Today be inspects the 
Garrison forces and tomorrow night 
the Fifth Regiment will be mustered 
before him at the Drill Hall. General 
Otter leaves for Vancouver tomorrow 
night. 

General Otter is one of the Cana- 
dian representatives who will go to 
England this autumn in connection 
with the military conference to be 
held in London for the formation of 
an Imperial General staff. 

General Otter has had a very active 
career. He served In the Fenian Raid 
In 1866, and was in the action ut 
Limeridge, and In the Fenian Raid of 
1870. He obtained as a result of this 
the general service medal with four 
clasps. In the northwest rebellion of 
1885. he commanded the Battleford 
column and participated in the Relief 
of Battleford. He was also in the ac- 
tion at Cut Knife creek and he took 
part in the operations against Big 
Bear in June and July of 18S5.

Recognizing the necessity of secur- 
ing another school site in the eastern 
portion of the city, the school board 
will take early steps to locate a suit- 
able site in order that provision for 
another additional school accommoda- 
tion be made before all the available 
property is tnkc-n up and land values 
In that section of the city become en- 
hanced. At last night's regular 
monthly meeting of the board, the 
building and grounds committee was 
instructed to interview the owners of 
two parcels of land either of which 
would prove suitable, and secure terms 
of sale. At present the city is grow- 
ing so rapidly that the matter of ade- 
quate accommodation is becoming 
even more pressing than it has been 
in the past, and with the growth of 
that section near Oak Bay early pro- 
vision must be made to provide for the 
school population in that section. To 
the same committee also was referred 
the matter of school repairs. The board 
has now at Its disposal some $3,768 
available for tills purpose, while the 
cost of repairs, were all repairs made, 
would come to a considerably higher 
figure. Accordingly, It Is a matter of 
attending to those repairs absolutely 

ecessary, and to ascertain just what 
hould be done, The building and 
grounds committee, will report on what 
repairs are imperative ami report to 
the board, a special meeting of which 
will be held next Tuesday evenlnjr to 
consider the report, and also to dis- 
cuss tho plana and specifications of the 
new Moss street school. When these 
are settled, tenders for tile erection of 
the school will be called for. 

Progress During Term. 

Superintendent E. P. Paul submitted 
a lengthy report on the work of the 
city schools during the term just end- 
ing. The work has been on the whole 
satisfactory, and the teachers, with a 
very few exceptions, have performed 
their duties conscientiously and of Ho 1 - 
ently. The subject of writing, being 
of Vital importance to the pupils, has 
received special attention, and system- 
atic and frequent formal lessons have 
been given in writing, and no careless 
or slovenly work was allowed. As a 
result tho subject has been given the 
attention It requires. 

Superintendent Paul commented 
upon the small number of pupils who 
are presented at tho examination for 
entrance Into the High school in com- 
parison to the number of pupils who 
are attending school. An effort is be- 
ing made to have tho pupils in the two 
upper rooms of the larger schools pre- 
pared for the examination instead of 
in one room as hitherto. The coming 
examination will see tho teachers of 
the second divisions of the Boys' Cen- 
tral school, and of the South. Park-

value even now. If the Dominion gov- 
ernment would meet the provincial 
authorities In a reasonable spirit, that 
Is. if they would consent to the rights 
of the province being defined, there 
would be no dlfliculty in the way of 
dealing with tho reserves, at least so 
far as tho province Is concerned. It 
is well known that the Indians hold 
large tracts of which they are in- 
capable of making any use. The orig- 
inal understanding was that the re- 
serves should be cut down as tho In- 
dians decreased numerically. If and 
when such a reduction In area takes 
place, the tracts taken out of the re- 
serves will go to the province accord- 
ing to the contention of tho provincial 
government. Surely no reasonable 
man will say that the right to such 
tracts ought to go to the Dominion. 



MARKET FOR FRUIT 

The Manitoba Free Press advocates 
a removal of the duty on fresh fruit 
from January to June. It begins its 

article by saying that last year \yin- , thing about Professor Jordan' 



nipeg Imported a million dollars' worth 
of green fruits and nuts. Of these, 
bananas, wild berries, lemons, limes, 
oranges, grape fruit and plnapples 
were duty free, and their value was 
$373,557. The remainder of the Im- 
ports paid duty, and the Winnipeg 
paper feels that there is no good rea- 
son why the amount of this duty might 
not be saved to the peo,ple. While in 
the ease of any one individual, the 
amount is inconsiderable. In the aggre- 
gate it is large, and it serves no other 
purposes than to make fruit more ex- 
pensive. It will be observed that the 
fruits which come in duty free are not 
produced in the Dominion, and the ar- 
gument of the Free Press, succinctly 
stated, is that foreign fruit, not being 
in competition with Canadian fruit 
from January to June, Is much in the 
same position during that period as 
fruit which the country cannot pro- 
duce. 

Our contemporary denies the exist- 
ence of a combine to keep up the price 
of fruit In the West, and it says that 
the fruit-growers of British Colum- 
bia and Ontario will make such a com- 
bine impossible. It thinks that then- 
are signs of an effort to control tho 
Hood river strawberries, but It looks 
lor relief when the British Columbia 
berries get on the market. Missouri 
berries are expected to play a very 
important part in determining prices 
this year, as the croo is said to be very 
large and in first class condition 
While it declines to believe in the ex- 
istence of any combine, tho Free Press 
expects that the prices for fruit in tho 
Prairie provinces will continue high. 
It believes relief possible In this ref 
spect by u reduction of freight rates, 
which It regards as unreasonable and 
as discriminating against the con- 
sumer on the Prairies. The instances 
of this nature cited do not apply to 
fruit shipped from this province. 



FRANCE NOT DECADENT 

David Starr Jordan made a speech 
the other day in the course of which 
he described the French as a decadent 
nation. Very properly the statement 
called forth a great protest from cer- 
tain French people, who thought It 
unseemly that their nation should be 
insulted In such a way. The amazing 
remark 



INDIANS' RESERVES. 

As it is conceded that the Indian Re- 
serves in British Columbia stand in a 
different position from tiiose in the 
other provinces, by what process of 
reasoning does anyone reach the con- 
clusion that the Dominion govern- 
ment's view of tlie rights of tlie pro- 
vince- therein is necessarily right and 
tin- view of tlie provincial government 
necessarily wrong'.' The province 
claims a reversionary interest in tlie 
reserves, and tlie Dominion govern- 
ment is convinced that there is enough 
in tlie claim to cause it to ask tin- pro- 
vince to waive it. This the province 
is not willing to do, ami asks for a 
determination of tlie legal status of 
the matter. More than this the pro- 
vincial government would not bo justi- 
fied in doing. If by a turn of the po- 
litical wheel of fortune a Liberal ad- 
mllnstration should come into power 
at Victoria, we venture to say that the 
Attorney-Goneral, who in that case as 
things now stand would doubtless be 
Mr. J. A. Macdonald, would not ad- 
vise the Lieutenant-Oovernment to 
abandon tin- claim to the reversionary 
Interest or ask the legislature to pass 
an act conveying it to tlie Dominion. 
The rights of tin- province are not po- 
litical, they are legal rights. A gov- 
ernment may surrender points which 
rise In the ordinary course of admin- 
istration but it has no right to give 
away legal rights of the people. The 
McBride ministry has no greater claim 
to the reversion of the Indian lie- 
serves than the humblest Individual In 
the province. It is the trustee of the 
people's rights In the premises, .and if 
it should surrender those rights with- 
out some satisfactory compensation, 
which could be justified to the legisla- 
ture, it would be guilty of gross negli- 
gence. 

It is to bo understood that the pro- 
vincial government makes no claim to 
the reserves as againsy. the Indians, 
it is not asking that tin Indians shall 
be deprived of anything whatever to 
which they are entitled. Its claim re- 
lates to tile land in tlie reserves after 
they have- ceasd to lie used for reserves. 
The province claims that in such an 
event tlie land will revert to it, and 
that if any of it Is disposed of and tho 
proceeds are Invested for the benefit Of 
the Indians, that money, when there 
aie no longer any Indians for whose 
benefit It can be used, shall be paid to 
tne province. It may be quite true 
that (inch a claim cannot be put for- 
ward by ony oi' the other provinces, 
but this does not alter tho case at all.

was that it was made in the presence 
of at least one prominent French 
educationalist. We suppose that there 
Is no country in the world where in- 
ternational insults are so freely in- 
dulged in as in the United States. 
Even prominent public men speak of 
the people of other countries in 
terms that are astonishing. The tend- 
ency of education in the United States 
is to develop the idea in youthful 
minds that their country alone of all 
the nations of the world is worthy of 
consideration. "Other nations," said 
a newspaper of that country, "may 
think they are our equals in some re- 
spects, but we know that we are su- 
perior to them all in every respect." It 
is from this absurd point of view thnt 
oar neighbors regard others, and It 
was this spirit of bumptiousness that 
led Mr. Jordan to make the observa- 
tion referred to, which doubtless met 
with the hearty approval of the 
greater part of the audience to which 
it was addressed. 

To style France a decadent nation 
was an unwarrantable Insult to a 
great people. It must be conceded 
that the French people in Prance are 
not numerically increasing as rapidly 
lis some other peoples, but we fancy, 
if we could get at the facts, we would 
find the same thing true of the ori- 
ginal stock which peopled the United 
States. But a low birth-rate Is not a 
sign of national decadence. There is" 
a wide difference between a nation 
that lias turned the corner in 
its numerical progress and one that 
is decadent. . A nation js made up of 
individuals. . If It is decadent, the In- 
dividuals composing It must be de- 
cadent. The parents of small families 
are not to be reckoned as decadent 
when compared with the parents of 
large families. If a family consists 
of only one child, it does not follow 
that the child is in any way the in- 
ferior of any one of a family of ten 
children. Hence tin; low birth rate 
of the French people Is not evidence 
of decadence. Politically Prance Is 
far from decadent. Her people do not 
deal with political problems as we do; 
but they are showing from year to 
year a greater capacity for self-gov- 
ernment. From a military point of 
view we fancy that French soldiers, 
rightly led, would maintain their an- 
cient reputation. Undoubtedly there 
are certain artistic, literary and so- 
cial aspects of French life which seem 
very unwholesome; but unfortunately 
the French have no monopoly of these 
things. There an; thousands of Pro- 
fessor Jordan's compatriots, who de- 
light in the worst excesses of Paris. 
And then let it be remembered that 
Paris is not France, and that through- 
out that great country then; are mil- 
lions of homes in which thrift, In- 
dustry and morality prevail to a de- 
cree unsurpassed in any part of the 
world.

NEW BRUNSWICK FIRES. 

The forest Ores report, d from New 
Brunswick appear very serious, but 
the accounts given in the despatches 
do not convey the impression that 
destructive work is in progress in the 
great timber reserves. As far as we 
' ean judge from the meagre descrip- 
tions sent out, tin- liros seem to be 
in the vicinity of the settled ureas. A 
despatch last evening said that there 
were tires along tlie Gibson branch of 
tin' Canadian Pacific, at Fredericton 
Junction and near Grand Falls. These 
are widely separated points and 
neither of them Is in the heart of the 
timbered areas. The fact that Fred- 
ericton was filled witli smoke and 
falling cinders suggests nearby dres. 
and these would not necessarily in- 
volve the destruction of much stand- 
ing timber. The most valuable for- 
ests in New Brunswick tire on the 
head waters of the Miramlchi, Res- 
tigouche, Noplslqult, Toblque and 
Naashwaak rivers. There are valu- 
able timber lands elsewhere, but the 
areas are not so large as In tlie lo- 
calities mentioned. The reported tires 
are not near these areas. About .15 
years ago New Brunswick was af- 
flicted by forest llres, and to nil ap- 
pearances vast quantities of timber 
were being destroyed. As a matter 
of fact the loss was not very great. 

The most tremendous forest lire, of 
which there Is any record, occurred 
In New Brunswick in 1826. It has 
gone Into history as the Great Miram 
Ichl lire. It occurred on October 7, 
and it seems to have been nn event 
of amazing horror. The accounts 
given of It by eye-witnesses conveyed 
mi Impression of a most appalling 
character. The first the residents of 
the Miramlchi towns knew that any-

Bet us also have a i 
new five cent piece. The present coin 
of that denomination Is too .small. 

Mr. Pugsloy, Minister of Public 
Works, has instituted proceedings in 
the Court of Equity in New Bruns- 
wick, which it is said will lead to a 
thorough Investigation of the. affairs 
of tlie Central Railway. It will come 
to a hearing in September. Mr. 
Pugsley says that it will involve a 
review of tlie whole case, and the pro- 
duction of all accounts in connection 
with tile transaction. We are very 
glad to hear this, and we shall be 
gratified if it is shown that the Min- 
ister- lias been placed in a wrong light 
before the people of Canada. From 
the outset tlie Colonist has urged that 
Mr. Pugsley ought not to be content 
with a coat of parliamentary white- 
wash. We pointed out tin- course, 
Which In our judgment he ought to 
have followed. He has not taken that 
course, hut has adopted another, which 
may lead to the same results. We 
would have commended him If he had 
taken the dignified position that he 
would not hold ofllco while anything 
reflecting upon him as a public man 
remained unanswered, and we com- 
mend him now for taking the question 
Into court, where witnesses can ho 
cross-examined, and where, if an lion 
est effort is made, all tho facts can bo 
brought out.

"Vancouver island is simply starv- 
ing for land." This is the way Sec- 
retary McGaffey, of the Vancouver 
Island Development League epitom- 
ises the results of his observations 
made while touring through Court- 
enay, Cumberland, Ladysmlth, Nn • 
nalmo, Duncans, Cowichan, Comox, 
and lastly Alberni, Clayoquot and 
Ucluelet, from which places he has 
just returned. 

"If the land were cleared," he said, 
the settlors would at once go in. This 
is the great necessity of the island. 
Everywhere I found tho price of eggs 
and poultry high, and in every In- 
stance also the different communities 
are unable to meet the demand. The 
inhabitants throughout the island are 
taking the greatest possible Interest in 
the land clearing scheme whereby the 
provincial government might assist In 
the work. In talking to the residents 
at different points I discovered that 
they were equally willing that the 
clearing operations should be taken 
up by a private corporation which 
could establish donkey engines and 
stump pulling machines. The resi- 
dents are anxious to assist to their 
utmost In the work, and the security 
for the corporation would be of a cast 
iron character. in every locality 
which 1 visited then; was good agri- 
cultural land, which will be settled 
immediately it is cleared." 

The coast line at Long Bay would, 
in Mr. McGaffey's opinion, form a site 
for one of the finest watering places 
In thn world. There is a splendid 
stretch of white sand, running for 
miles, and extending seawards for half 
a mllo when the tide is out. Thn coast 
lino is protected by promontories of 
rock, and a town could be reared 
which would have natural advantages 
possessed by few, If any, other seaside 
resorts on this continent.

APPEARS BEFORE 
A HIGHER JUDGE 



"Tommy" Mastill Will 
Longer Face Magistrate- 
Takes Own Life 



"Let mc go this time, Sir, and you 
will never see me back here again*" 

Thus one week ago Thomas Mastill 
pleaded with Magistrate. Jay not to 
find him guilty on a charge of vag- 
rancy but rather to exercise clemency. 
His request was heeded and Mastill, 
was allowed to go free with tho, : ivarn-i 
Ing that another appearance would 
moan a term in jail. 

Mantlil will never again appear bo- 
fore an earthly judge. Yesterday at 
noon his dead body was discovered 
lying in tho brush about forty yards 
from the stone bridge at Beacon Hill 
park. Within a foot or two of the bodv 
lay a small bottle labelled carbolic 
acid. It was empty and tho burns up- 
on the lips Indicated .plainly tuat 
Mastill had swallowed the deadly 
fluid. In an inside pocket of his 
jacket was found a note in which the 
sulcido said his farewell to the few 
friends whom he had when alive. Tho 
note, written in a very disconnected 
manner commenced with a Latin quo- 
tation almost undecipherable and a 
quotation, evidently a translation of 
tho former. The note read as follows: 

"Tell Mrs. Smith goodbye. I am 
sorry for what I have done. May God 
bless you all and the kids. With my 
love to you I die happy. Tell Lou I am 
not mad. Take everything I got. No 
flowers on my grave. No funeral. Let 
me die a pauper. Tell McManus I 
will meet him in the other world where 
we will see he gets the best. TOMMY." 

The reference to Mrs. Smith and 
"Lou" evidently meant Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith, by whom tho decreased had been 
engaged on many small jobs and for 
whom ho had always expressed his 
affection. The noto was written on the 
back of one of the menus of the Strand 
restaurant, in which place Mastill was 
seen on Monday evening. He had been 
drinking heavily of late and had been 
in the police court on several occasions, 
the result of his potations. How long 
he had been dead Is not certain, hut 
ho must have committed suicide some- 
time after fl o'clock Tuesday morning 
for It was about that hour that ho 
purchased the acid in ('. H. Bowes' 
drug store. Evidently going straight 
to Beacon Hill park, Mastill drank the 
acid. That death was not instantane- 
ous is believed from the fact that a 
resident near the park, while walking 
near the bridge yesterday afternoon, 
believed she heard groans. She did 
not pay any attention and it was not 
until yesterday when the body was dis- 
covered that she remembered the cir- 
cumstance. 

Mastill was about sixty years of ago, 
had been a resident of this city for 
many years, and of late years, owing 
to his drinking habit.-;, had been en- 
gaged in petty jobs ab»ut saloons earn- 
ing a precarious livelihood as best ho 
could. He had been employed by L. 
Smith, of the Light House saloon un- 
til recently. What his antecedents 
were is not known. He is believed to 
have been a native of the United 
States. Ho was apparently fairly well 
educated and was a man of harmless 
nature, and when sober, an industrious 
worker. 




Indian Department Will Not 
Allow Corporation to Secure 
Rock From Reserve 



With tho city seriously contemplat- 
ing the letting of a number of local 
improvement works by contract be- 
cause of the Impossibility of doing all 
works by day labor consequent on the 
lack of necessary plant and the diffi- 
culty of securing an adequate supply 
of crushed rock, its decision to adopt 
contract work will be further hastened 
by the fact that the Federal govern- 
ment has refused the city the right to 
secure its supply of rook from the In- 
dian reserve. The city, as a conse- 
quence, is again in tho unenviable po- 
sition it occupied whan the municipal- 
ity of SouUi Saanlch succeeded in 
blocking the corporation's attempt to 
locate Its crusher at Mount Tolmie. 

AVhy the Dominion authorities 
should refuse to allow the city to go 
to the Indian reserve for Its supply of 
rock is not stated, but the refusal was 
wired to A. V. Vowell yesterday, anil 
until a written communication is re- 
ceived from the Indian department the 
city will remain In the dark. 

Indians Willing 

Prior to the city's application being 
forwarded to Ottawa arrangements 
had been made by tho city with the 
Indians, who expressed their entire 
satisfaction with the proposition. Tho 
city agreed not to blast out the rock 
below the proper grade and to pay 
five ce ,ts per cubic yard for the ma- 
terial. Had the arrangement been 
carried through Urn Indians would 
have been from .$2,000 to ?3,0u,/ bctte.- 
Off, as It was. estimated that that 
amount would have been paid for the 
quantity of rock required by the cor- 
poration. The city's proposition was 
also favorably considered by the local 
officials of the Indian department who, 
it is said, recommended to the de- 
partment at Ottawa the advisability of 
accepting the offer. 

This refusal of the city's request by 
the department puts the city in an 
exceedingly awkward position. There 
is no other location, it is claimed Ivy 
tho engineer, where the city can se- 
cure a supply of rock for any lengthy 
pcrlod. Any locations available now 
arc such that it will bo necessary as 
soon as one is exhausted, to move the 
crusher to another, and it will require 
an expenditure of a large amount each 
time the crusher is moved. It was Jf\r 
this reason that the city has been so 
desirous of securing a more or less 
permanent source of supply. It will 
take the city from six weeks to two 
months to secure any source of sup- 
ply and In the meantime a large 
amount of civic works will bo held up. 

As a result it looks as if the city 
will be forced to let some of the local 
improvement works under contract. 
Contractors wil Iibe In a better posi- 
tion to secure rock as any single work 
will not require a great deal and the 
contractor will lie able to secure his 
supply from almost any location, while 
for the city to do so would mean mov- 
ing tho crusher every few weeks. 

The refusal of the Indian depart- 
ment to meet the wishes of the city 
has been a great disappointment to 
the city fathers, some of whom make 
no secret of their belief that the ac- 
tion of the government Is in direct line 
with Its action regarding tho settle- 
ment of the Indian reserve question.

The Cumberland league claims that 
Japanese are taking up dairying, poul- 
try raising, farming, etc., in fact have 
every privilege, although unable to 
assimilate with the inhabitants, and 
they contend that this state of af- 
fairs should be- stopped.

The Courtency branch has passed a 
resolution on the settlers act and the 
rights of coal mining. North Saanlch 
is anxious for the extension of the 
telephone system In their district and 
have passed a resolution to this ef- 
fect.

WANT C. P. R, TO REDUCE 
^J E FROM SEATTLE 

Board of Tirade Council Draws At- 
tention to Light Travel 
Here 



Instructed by the council of the 
board of trade Secretary Bl worthy has 
forwarded a letter to Captain J. W. 
Troup, superintendent of the C. P. R. 
Coast S.S. Service, drawing attention 
to the fact that the travel to Vic- 
toria has been light up to the present, 
although merchants have laid In large 
supplies to eater to the influx which 
was expected. This fact Is attributed 
to tho raising of the rates on the 
Seattle route, and It is contended that 
the price of $3.50, is too much. 

Attention is also drawn to the fact 
that a rumor is current that the 
steamers Yosemite and Victorian, now- 
lying idle at Seattle, may be placed 
on tho ferry route, a dollar round fare 
being charged. The council of the 
board of trade is trying to Induce the 
C. P. R. to consider the advisability 
of reducing the rates between here and 
Seattle during tho present tourist sea- 
son, and they point out that such a 
reduction would induce larger num- 
bers to come over here for tho races.

Philadelphia, June 0. — Stanley 
Ketchel, the middleweight champion, 
tonight defeated Jack O'Brien in the 
third round, thus accomplishing what 
Jack Johnson the heavyweight cham- 
pion failed to do In six rounds some 
three weeks ago. 

The fight was stopped in the sec- 
ond minute of the third round after 
O'Brien had been knocked down twice 
in the second and once in the third 
and was almost unable to raise his 
hands to defend himself. The fight 
was a whirlwind affair from the start 
to the llnlsh. Ketchel went after 
O'Brien from the tap of the gong and 
showed that ho was determined to 
catch him and register a knockout. 

He devoted his attention to O'Brien's 
body until ho had drawn the latter's 
guard down and then he sent in a 
crashing right in the second round 
that scored the first knock down. 
O'Brien got up gamely but went down 
Hat on his back a few minutes later, 
from right and left to the jaw. ThiH 
time he struggled to his feet at the 
count of six. Two seconds later the 
gong rang. 

The third and last round was brief. 
Ketchel went in for a knockout. In 
ills anxiety to finish it quickly he 
was wild, and many of his swings 
went wide of the mark. Finally he 
cornered O'Brien and sent in a short 
arm blow on the jaw that about fin- 
ished it. O'Brien could not fall be- 
cause he was pinned in a corner. He 
crumbled up on the ropes and clung 
to Ke.tchel's neck desperately. Shak- 
ing him loose, Ketchel sent in a right 
and left again that put O'Brien very 
groggy. Referee McGulgan, seeing 
O'Brien's condition and wishing to 
avoid a possible serious termination, 
stopped the fight. 

Ketchel's Victory Popular, 

Ketchel was cheerd wildly, and ho 
was quick to comment on his showing 
as compared with Johnson's in his 
fight with O'Brien, to the disadvan- 
tage of the black champion. Ketchel 
said after the fight: "I was confident 
that 1 could get O'Brien in less than 
six rounds. I am satisfied with my 
showing tonight." O'Brien felt his 
defeat keenly but was quick to give 
Ketchel full credit for his quick vie- 
to ry. 

Both fighters were in fine condition. 
There was very little betting on the 
outcome. Even money prevailed be- 
fore the fight at which odds a few 
wagers were made that O'Brien would 
stay the six rounds. It was announced 
that tlie men ' weighed in at noon 
below 160 pounds, the agreement call- 
ing for that figure or below. The an- 
nouncement was also made that Jim 
Jeffries would appear at the National 
club next Wednesday night in a 
friendly bout with Sam Berger, in 
order that Phlladelphlans might be 
able to judge tho progress the big 
Callfornlan has made in his prelim- 
inary training for a possible light 
with champion Johnson. There was 
little time lost in getting Ketchel and 
O'Brien ready, when once they were 
in the ring. 

Fight By Rounds. 

Round 1. — Ketchel went for O'Brien 
with a rush and planted a right on 
the body. O'Brien skipped about and 
sent in a stiff left to tho face and 
right on the body. Ketchel showed 
his intentions to pay attention to 
O'Brien's body and sent a stiff left to 
the ribs. He cut O'Brien's left eye 
slightly and got a right that raised 
a big lump on his cheek. 

Round 2. — O'Brien jabbed Ketchel 
twice In the face with his left but 
failed to stop his rush. There was a 
lot of clinching, and in a break O'Brien 
caught Ketchel a stinging right on 
the jaw that staggered him. Ketchel 
slowed up for a minute and seemed 
tired but soon resumed his rushes, 
lie was wild and O'Brien caught him 
with three right swings squarely on 
tlie jaw. Ketchel slowed up, but a 
moment later swung a. terrific right 
on O'Brien's jaw that sent him down 
on Ids back for five seconds. O'Brien 
got up slowly only to go down again 
from a right hand blow, for the count 
of six. The gong rang just as O'Brien 
struggled to his corner, groggy. 

Round 3.— This was a desperate at- 
tempt by Ketchel to end the light 
quickly. He went after the tired 
O'Brien and in his anxiety to land a 
knockout blow was wild. He pinned 
O'nrien to the ropes and sent in a 
short arm blow lo the chin that put 
O'Brien against the ropes helpless. 
O'Brien kept his head, however, and 
clinched and hung on to save himself. 
Ketchel fought himself loose from 
O'Brien and swung right and left on 
the almost helpless O'Brien, who stag- 
gered about groggy, and the referee 
evidently fearing that O'Brien might 
be seriously injured, stopped the con- 
test. O'Brien was disposed to protest 
this action, but thought better of It 
anil left the ring.

AIDS UNEMPLOYED 



Effective Work Performed by Central 
Labor Exchange Established 
in Berlin 



Berlin, June 9. — Berlin has solved the 
problem of making unemployment re- 
spectable and self-respecting. The 
agency through which it is accom- 
plished Is a Central Labor Exchange, 
maintained through co-operation of 
municipality, workers, and trade 
unions. In splendid and extensive 
quarters of its own In the heart of 
the East Central wholesale district, the 
Arbeits-Nachwels zu Berlin places the 
man or woman In search of work on 
the same dignified trading level as tlie 
brokers who have produce to sell In 
Mark-lane. It does more. On the Ber- 
lin Labor Exchange, while awaiting a 
market, laihor Is provided with a home 
which is club-house and mart combin- 
ed. 

A model of German paternal organi- 
zation and thoroughness, the Labor 
Exchange Is operated at a cost of less 
than $25,000 a year. On this budget, 
$15,000 of which Is municipal subsidy 
and $10,000 contributions of workers 
and trade unions, the Labor Exchange 
provided In 1907 shelter for 158,098 
men and women In search of employ- 
merit, and found it for 96,678 of them 

an average, roundly, of 450 appli- 
cants and 265 put to work dally. To 
see the simple machinery of this In- 
stitution In motion — Its entire operat- 
ing staff Is only twenty-seven— Is to 
come away wondering at so practical a 
system for bringing the unemployed 
and working opportunities together on 
a basis devoid of the pauperising in- 
fluence of charity.

It is not likely that there will be 
much business done in grain tonnage 
for sonic time, as a large fleet of 
steamers Is headed to this coast, and 
exporters, as a result are looking for 
better rates. The government la 
largely to blame for this condition, as 
It has chartered 12 tramp steamers to 
bring coal from the Atlantic to Mnro 
Island and Puget Sound navy sards. 
In addition to these tramps there are 
eight others chartered to freight 
general cargo to the Pacific and It is 
understood that inquiries are being 
made for others. 

A few of these vessels will undoubt- 
edly be taken fur lumber and one or 
two may find time charters. However, 
a majority will seek return cargoes of 
grain. Should the L'O tramps be fixed 
for wheat, they would take from this 
coast approximately 100,000 tons, equal 
to tiie cargoes that could be freighted 
by .'ill average sized sailing ships. 
These tramps will arrive on this coast 
during the early wheat season, and the 
fact that they are en route here Is 
already having a weakening affect 
upon grain chartering. 

Exporters already have engaged 
nearly 40 vessels for new season's 
grain. With the exception of three, 
all of these ships are sailers and none 
has been fixed at lower than union 
rates. At the present time charterers 
feel that they have sufficient ton- 
nage to .lo business at the beginning 
of the export season and with so much 
steam tonnage headed fur this coast. 
It Is na.re than likely that they will 
await a. drop in rales that may be ex- 
pected unless the crop is usually large. 

Advices from the wheat sections are 
favorable and there is every indication 
that the crop will be much greater 
than last year. To this encouraging 
sign may be attributed the large 
amount of tonnage chartered so far in 
advance of the new crop season.

Run Down by Oceania Vance 
During Thick Fog Near 
the Race Rocks 



FOUNDERED IN 

VERY DEEP WATER 



Was Towing Rock-laden Hulk 
Chargeur Which Remained 
Moored to the Wreck 



Ilun down by the schooner Ocea 
Vance during thick fog live miles east 
of Race rooks yesterday morning 
about 7:45 o'clock, the well-known tu 
Sea Lion, of the PtiRet Sound tugboat 
company, Ilea fathoms deep, ;i total 
loss. Captain Lovejoy and her ere\ 
escaped from the sinking tugboat an 
■\voro landed at Port Angeles. Th 
Oceania Vance was inbound from San 
Pedro, returning to Port Ludlow 
load lumber, and was sailing up tho. 
straits when she collided with the Sea 
Lion, bound out with the hullt Charg 
cur, laden with rock for the jetty be 
dng built by the United States govern 
ment at Grays Harbor. The Chargeur 
is anchored by_ her hawser to the 
wreck of the Sea Lion In the straits, 
and a tugboat has been sent to pick 
her up. 

The tugs Tyco and Pioneer, both of 
which are equipped with wireless tele- 
graphic apparatus, went out to see if 
any salvage was possible. The lost 
Sea Lion was one of the tugs not 
equipped with wireless. The ^British 
Columbia salvage company's wrecking 
steamer Salvor is in communication by 
wireless with the owners in Seattle and 
in accordance with their request lies 
in readiness to respond to a call for 
assistance. 

A special to the P.-I. from Port Town- 
Bend says: The schooner Oceania 
Vance sailed into port at 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, bringing the entire crew 
of the tug .Sea Lion, which had been 
run down by the Vance at 6: -10 this 
morning, during a dense fog, about 
four miles east of Race Rocks. 

The Vance sailed from San Pedro 
—"twenty-two days ago and encountered 
light winds until she entered the 
.straits. Pot," <vas encountered at the 
entrance to the straits and Neah bay 
was passed at 1 o'clock this morning 
with a d'resh westerly wind. The only- 
land sighted was at the light at Clal- 
lam bay. After picking up the fog sig- 
nal on Race Rocks, Captain F, G. 
Scott, of the Vance, shaped his course 
for Point Wilson, and was making 
about eight knots when the Sea Lion 
loomed up under his port how. The 
crew of the tug nil boarded the Vance 
by tlio head gear. The last to board 
the vessel were Captain Lovejoy and 
Second Engineer Carl Lewis. Lewis 
remained at his station to answer any 
orders from the. pilothouse aftrr the 
collision and narrowly escaped. He 
jumped for tho head gear of the 
schooner as she cleared the tug. 

Tho Oceania Vance is unchartered 
and will tie up at Port Townse.nd. Tin; 
stein and forefoot of the schooner are 
damaged and she will have to be re- 
paired before loading. 

The Sea. Lion was brought from San 
Francisco ti> enter the Puget. Sound 
tugboat fleet in 1888, and was con- 
sidered tho best of tho fleet, her com- 
ing having been a disturbing factor in 
the tugboat business of the Sound. The 
tug was built at Camden, New Jersey, 
in 1884, and In her quarter-century of 
life the vessel has been a money- 
maker. She was 107 feet long. 22 feet 
beam, and 13 feet depth of hold. She 
was fast and powerful, anil when she 
entered the trade a compromise was 
effected between the fighting concerns. 
For some years the tug has been re- 
garded as nne of the best of the Puget 
Sound tugboat company's fleet, and 
until the recent purchase of the 
tug Goliath, was In command 
• if Captain Manler, who was 
transferred to the new vessel. She 
was in command of Captain Lovejoy, a. 
well-known tugboat captain. 

Tho Sea Lion was well known at 
this port, having made many a call 
here.
